tion of the Lake Ashby Drainage dis- 
trict, which will be a great benefit 
to more than 40,000 acres ot land In 
the territory around Indian Springs 
and Lake Ashby, has been again elec- 
ted as a member of the board of su- 
pervisors of that district, and also 
president of the board. 


The annual meeting ot the land 


owners in the district was held In De- 
Land last Friday for the purpose of 
electing a supervisor for a term of 
three years to succeed Mr. Walters, 
whose term of office had expired A 
majority of the land In the district 
•was represented 
at the meeting, 


•either by the owners or by proxies, 
and the election of Mr Waiters to 
•succeed himself was unanimous 


The 
other two members of the 


board are S A Poythress of Briggs- 
•vine and B H Wilson of this city 
Immediately after the close of the 
meeting of land owners a meeting of 
the board of supervisors was held and 
Mr Walters was elected president 
to succeed himself, Mr Wilson being 
Delected to succeed himself as secre- 
tary. 


Mr Walters has been one of the 


most tireless workers for the success 
of the drainage proposition and the 
land owners recognize that his efforts 
have been important factors In carry- 
Ing the drainage plans through 


The annual report of the president, 


submitted at the meeting of the 
land owners, covers the work done 
by the board of supervisors during 
the last year 
The report, for the 


year ending Nov 9, 1917, is as fol- 
lows: 


Report of President 


Today marks the "close of a year 
Iring whlch_ a great deal of very 


hard work has been done by your 
hoard of supervisors; 
many 
bard 


knocks have been received and many 
discouraging situations have been 
met. 
An attempt to , cover all of 


these In this report would be more 
tiresome than Instructive. 
Suffice 


It to say that many of our hardest 
knocks have been delivered by those 
who are not land owners In the dis- 
trict and who apparently have no In- 
terest in the matter aside from their 
efforts to prevent the growth and 
development of a community In which 
they do not live or hold property 


In December, 1916, your board held 


a meeting for the purpose of determin- 
ing the amount of bonds necessary 
to be issued and sold in order to 
carry o(ut the plan of reclamation, 
also the denominations of such bonds, 
dates of maturity, etc 


The report of the commissioners 


appointed by the judge of our circuit 
court to appraise benefits and dam- 
ages to accrue from carrying out the 
plan of reclamation, as approved by 
the judge of our circuit court, shows 
estimated total cost of all improve- 
ments, Vlghts of way, bridges, dams, 
etc, to be $431,96869. The board, 
however, realized that these figures 
•were estimates only, and came to the 
conclusion that the, whole work could 
be done for an expenditure of the 
proceeds of $400,000 at bonds. 
We, 


therefore, issued $400,000 of bonds in 
the denominations of $500 each, bear- 
ing Interest at 6% per annum and 
'maturing serially beginning with IMS 
and endlng.wlth l»43. 


These bonds once Issued, the real 


battle started. Even before they were 
Issued, the secretary took up corres- 
pondence with various bond houses 
throughout the country, In an effort 
to find a sale for the bonds. 
Tlie 


responses to these letters were among 
ear chief discouragements, as one af- 
ter another of the bond houses replied 
that they could not pay even the min- 
imum price at which the law allows 
the board to sell. Several of the larg- 
er bond houses, however, sent rep- 
resentatives down here to investi- 
gate the district, all of whom declined 
to submit offers. 
The only reasons 


which any of these gentlemen gave 
•s for their adverse reports were 
voluntarily given by two, or perhaps 
three, of these buyers, who told us 
that In thoir opinions the plan for 
drainage was ample and feasible, that 
their first impressions of the land 
aad surroundings were good, but that 
o*je or more county officers whom 
they asked for certain Information 
tr«r* unsparing In their condemn*-

BOARD REJECTS BID 


OF AKERMAN-ELLIS 


ATTORNEY FOR BOARD FINDS 


BID WAS NOT QUITE RIGHT, 


AFTER IT HAD BEEN ACCEPTED 


BY BOARD. 


Because the bid of Akerman & Gi- 


lls for the construction of a macadam 
road consisting of five inches of shell 
and four of rock over part of the Day- 
tona-DeLand road was not In answer 
to the call for bids based on certain 
specifications, it was rejected by the 
county commissioners on the recom- 
mendation of Attorney T. B Stewart 
In his report Mr. Stewart pointed out 
that to be considered strictly legal, a 
bid must be submitted In response to 
a call for bids issued by the commis- 
sioners, in which certain specifications 
are required. The Akerman-Elhs bid 
was what Is styled an "alternate" and 
violated the spirit of the law in not 
bsing strictly competitive 
For this 


reason, Mr Stewart bald, he entertain 
ed strong doubts as to its Icaglity, and 
advised against its adoption 


Reports from those in charge of the 


road work outlined the improvements 
that had been made since the last re,- 
pnrt pointing, amoge other things, to 
the large amount of convict labor em 
ployed on the highways and in the 
shell pits Plans for the DeLand-Deep 
Springs road, with notes for the same, 
have been made and lodged with the 
state road department at Tallahassee, 
and the bid of Augusta Vitrified Shale 
& Brick Co, for the road between 
DeLand Junction and OeLand siding, 
was accepted 


Auto owners and those requiring oc- 


cupVional licenses will be given no 
tice that the license fees are due by 
the tax collector," according to the 
board ruling, and, after ten days' no- 
tice, if the fees remain unpaid, those 
responsible become liable to criminal 
action

cember 6th.

I merely mention these facts In or- 


der to Illustrate some of the difficul- 
ties we had to meet and to explain 
In part as reason for so long delay 
in getting the work started, and the 
heavy expense unavoidably incurred. 


In April of 1917 the board sold these 


bonds to G. B. Sawyers Co., of Jack- 
sonville at 95 and accrued Interest 
This agreement of sale carried the 
usual provisions that a transcript of 
the board's minutes be furnished and 
be approved by the purchaser's attor- 
ney 
This was done at the expense 


of considerable work, time and mon- 
ey 
Also, the provision that the 


bonds be placed In Florida National 
bank of Gainesville, Fla , in escrow, 
the purchaser agreeing to take up and 
pay for enough bonds each month to 
meet the demands of the work 


Soon after making the above con- 


tract the board entered into an em- 
ployment agreement with J T. Mc- 
Carthy of Gainesville, Fla, whereby 
the board hires Mr McCarthy's or- 
ganization, rents his equipment and 
does the work under the direct super- 
vision of the board and the chief en- 
gineers of the district. By reason of 
this agreement, and upon the recom- 
mendation of the chief engineers, af- 
ter they had made careful detailed 
calculations of quantities, coats, etc., 
the board determined to cancel $75,- 
000 of the longest term bonds, being 
convinced that by the exercise of 
strict economy the work can be well 
done from the proceeds of $326,000 or 
bonds. 


During all the time these various 


negotiations were In progress, 
it 


mast be borne In mtod that exceeding- 
ly heavy demands Were being made 
upon our country for money and sup- 
plies of all kinds, aqd that after our 
country entered the world war these 
demands Increased to almost unheard 
of proportions, so that the market for 
bonds of every kind came to a stand- 
still. 
» 


This situation made Ij necessary 


for the board to render the O. B. 
Sawyers Co. every possible assistance 
In their efforts to secure the neces- 
sary financial assistance to enable 
them to carry out their agreement 
to purchase these bonds, as they, as 
well as all other bond dealers, were 
considerably embarrassed by the con- 
ditions of the market for bonds and 
money 
We readied that should O 


B. Sawyers Co fall to carry out thplr 
purchase, tong odds would be agnlnst 
our being able to flffii another nur- 
oha»er for many months, and that, 
In the meantime, certain expense*

Dr. Hulley based his talk on the 


war book experiences of Arthur Guy 
Empey, "Over the Top" It Is the 
best description of trench life and 
battle written since the war 
An 


American clerk. Empev saw his dutv 
itcr the sinking of the Lusitania and 
went to England where lie enlisted 
n the British armj 
After a short 


period of training he was sent to 
Prance, where intensive training was 
given 
Then into the trenches, with 


their mud, filth stench and horrors 
He was 
wounded 
but recovered 


quickly 
He then joined the suicide 


club or machine gunners and in the 
grand push of July, 1915, known to 
liistory as the battle of the Somme, 
he was one of a party of 20 to be 
sent to the German trenches to cap- 
ture a few Germans They were given 
away by the carelessness of one of 
their number, being" discovered by the 
Germans, who lit up the scene with 
star shells'and turned all their guns 
loose 
Empey was looking into the 


barrel of a rifle and the bullet-tore 
through his face. 
He was further 


wounded twice In the shoulder and 
lay In a shell pit 36 hours before be 
was rescued. Then he described the 
Red Cross, of what a blessing and 
life saving It Is and how the men feel 
towards It. He was taken care of, 
nursed back to life and discharged 
because of physical disability Empey 
has seen everything on the western 
front, the worst the Germans have 
to offer. He has written his book and 
is making addresses in this country. 
The horror of it all held the audience 
spellbound 
It showed the inconsis- 


tency of life, and where there Is death 
and suffering there can also be found 
mercy and humanity In the name of 
the Red Cross. To help the Red Cross

At my request, the secretary has 


prepared-a condensed statement of 
the financial affairs of the district 


, from its organization to date. The 
' books and accounts of both the sec- 
retary and treasurer have been au 


dited by a competent and disinterest- 
ed auditor and found to be well kept 
and In accord with each other. 


The secretary's statement shows 


that In 1915 the board levied a uni- 
form tax of $12,345.68 and that $11,- 
762.77 of this amount has been col- 
lected; 
that the outstanding war- 


rants now amount to $6,801.43; that 
the total expenses of 
organization 


and administration from the date of 
organization Co date are $20,696.49. 


Section 10 of chapter 6458, laws of 


Florida, acts of 1913, provides that the 
board of supervisors may levy a uni- 
form acreage tax of as much as 50c 
per acre. Therefore, it was within 
the powers of your board to levy and 
collect $21,373.35 for purposes of 
penses

$12,346.58. It will, therefore, be read 
lly seen that, although we have been 
delayed almost a year by circum- 
stances beyond our power to control 
and have had expenses unforeseen at 
the time the uniform acreage tax was 
levied, we have spent $676.86 le 
than we were permitted by law to 
levy for organization purposes.

•either by the owners or by proxies, 
and the election of Mr Walters to 
•succeed himself was unanimous 


The 
other two members of the 


board are S A Poythress of Briggs 
-ville and B H Wilson of this city 
Immediately after the close of the 
meeting of land owners a meeting of 
the board of supervisors was held and 
Mr Walters was elected president 
to succeed himself, Mr Wilson being 
•elected to succeed himself as secre- 
tary. 


Mr Walters has been one of the 


most tireless workers for the success 
of the drainage proposition and the 
land owners recognize thnt his efforts 
have been important factors In carry 
Ing the drainage plans through 


The annual report of the president, 


submitted at the meeting of the 
land owners, covers the work done 
by the board of supervisors during 
the last year 
The report, for the 


year ending Nov 9, 1917, is as fol- 
lows: 


Report of President 


Today marks the "close of a year 


luring which a great deal of very 
hard work has been done by your 
board ot supervisors;

An attempt to ,cover all of 


these In this report would be more 
tiresome than Instructive. 
Suffice 


It to say that many of our hardest 
knocks have been delivered by those 
who are not land owners In the dis- 
trict and who apparently have no in- 
terest in the matter aside from their 
efforts to prevent the growth and 
development of a community In which 
they do not live or hold property 


In December, 1916, your board held 


a meeting for the purpose of determin- 
ing the amount of bonds necessary 
to be issued and sold in order to 
carry out the plan of reclamation, 
also the denominations of such bonds, 
dates of maturity, etc 


The report of the commissioners 


appointed by the judge of our circuit 
court to appraise benefits and dam- 
ages to accrue from carrying out the 
plan of reclamation, as approved by 
the Judge of our circuit court, shows 
estimated total cost of all Improve- 
ments, Vlghts of way, bridges, dams, 
etc, to be $431,96869. The board, 
however, realized that these figures 
were estimates only, and came to the 
conclusion that the, whole work could 
be done for an expenditure ot the 
proceed* of $400,000 of bonds. 
We, 


therefore, issued $400,000 of bond* in 
the denomination* of $500 each, bear- 
ing Interest at 6% per annum and 
maturing serially beginning with 1MI 
and endinfcwlth l»43. 


These bonds once Issued, the real 


battle started. Even before they were 
issued, the secretary took up corres- 
pondence with various bond houses 
throughout the country, in an effort 
to find a sale for the bonds. 
Tlie 


responses to these letters were among 
ear chief discouragements, as one af- 
ter another of the bond houses replied 
that they could not pay even the min- 
imum price at which the law allows 
.the board to sell. Several of the larg- 
er bond houses, however, sent rep- 
resentatives down here to Investi- 
gate the district, all of whom declined 
to submit offers. The only reasons 
which any of these gentlemen gave 
M for their adverse reports were 
voluntarily given by two, or perhaps 
three, of these buyers, who told us 
that In their opinions the plan for 
drainage was ample and feasible, that 
their first Impressions of the land 
aad surroundings were good, but that 
oa« or more county officer* whom 
they asked for certain information 
were unsparing In their condemn*-

are required. The Akerman-Elhs bid 
was what Is styled an "alternate" and 
violated the spirit of the law in not 
bslng strictly competitive 
For this 


reason, Mr Stewart said, he entertain 
ed strong doubts as to its Icaglity, and 
advised against its adoption 


Reports from those in charge of the 


road work outlined the Improvements 
that had been made since the last re,- 
port pointing, amog£ other things, to 
the large amount of convict labor em 
ployed on the highways and in the 
shell pits Plans for the DeLand-Deep 
Springs road, with notes for the same, 
nave been made and lodged with the 
state road department at Tallahassee, 
and the bid of Augusta Vitrified Shale 
& Brick Co, for the road between 
DeLand Junction and DeLand siding, 
was accepted

This was done at the expense 


of considerable work, time and mon- 
ey 
Also, the provision that the 


bonds be placed in Florida National 
bank of Gainesville, Fla, in escrow, 
he purdiaser agreeing to take up and 
lay for enough bonds each month to 
meet the denmndb of the work 


Soon after making the above con- 


ract the board entered into an em- 
ployment agreement with J T. Mc- 
Carthy of Gainesville, Fla, whereby 
he board hires Mr McCarthy's or- 
ganization, rents his equipment and 
lues the work under the direct super- 
vision of the board and the chief en- 
gineers of the district. By reason ot 
his agreement, and upon the recom- 
mendation of the chief engineers, af- 
er they had made careful detailed 
calculations of quantities, costs, etc., 
he board determined to cancel $75,- 
900 ot the longest term bonds, being 
convinced that by the exercise of 
trict economy the work can be well 
done from the proceeds of $325,000 ot 
tonda.
